The 
committee on. model food laws at- 
tracted the most attention, and Chair- 
man E. P. Ladd. food commissioner 
of North Dakota, who will urge a 
more favorable food law in plac 
the Federal law adopted by many 
States, sat with his committee 


Manufacturers, State commissioners 


and others interested have been in- 
vltod to submit ideas for the law 
Other committees In session today' 
which Is committee day, are those on 
preservatives and food standards and 
the committee which will submit a 
draft lor a bill on model sanitary food 
production and distribution 


Secretary of Agriculture Wilson said 


today that ho was .merely an inter- 
ested bpectator and did not expect to 
speak, but would eleiend his depart- 
ment if necessary

the secretary will strongly oppo.se fav- 
orable action on the so-called Ladd 
model food law.

cided to take drastic steps to remedy 
matters, and in the autumn^session of 
Parliament proposals 
to

The two schemes which have attracted 


the most attention are those drawn up 
by Paul Leroy Beaulieu, 
an 
eminent 


economist, and Professor Richet of tho 
Academy of Medicine. 


Richet proposes that the State shall 


pay bonuses on every baby except ,the 
first born. 
A second baby would bring a 


payment of $100 and every succeeding 
one a bonus of $200. 


Richet believes that under this system 
he number of births, which is now 750,- 
00 per annum, would Increase to 1,000,-
